have been made from time to time 
regarding tho situation in the Philip- 
pines and the causes which let! to the 
outbreak. Mr. Lodge. Mr. Hoar's col- 
league, said he regarded the resolu- 
tion as a reflection on the Philippine 
commission, of which he was chair- 
man, and uie necessity for the latter 
would cease were this resolution to be 
adopted. His committee, he said, was 
perfectly able to handle any investi- 
gation .which might fre conducted. Mr.. 
Caramck (Dem.) agreed with him. 
The discussion was leading rapidly to 
an opening up of the whole Philipvpine 
question, when it was agreed that" the 
resolution should go over.
